1. That the museum be open from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. on all week days except Christmas Day and the 
forenoon of New Year’s Day. 


2. That admission be free to the general public on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays and on all public 
holidays.

4. That any person desiring to study or to do re- 
search work may, with the approval of the Director 
concerned, purchase a ticket of admission valid during 
all authorized hours for a period of one year.
